1A L the clofe ot the firft fefhen

And here I might take a retrof- 
pective view of the leading features 
of the preceding legiflature, and 
contra{t them with the prefent,but 
fhail leave to my conftitutents to 
judge, whether we or they have 
moft truly purfued the wifhes of the 
people aad the true interefts of out 
country. 

Pafling over matters of {mallee 
magnitude, the aéts that will prin- 
cipally draw the public attentien 
are,tne repeal of the fudiciary law ; 
the repeal of internal taxes ; the 
reduction of the army and navy 
eftabiifhments ; the amendment 
of the naturalization law ; and the 
admiffion of a new (late into the: 
union: to all thefe aéts 1 have 
given my aflent, and upon each 
of them permit me to make fome 
remarks. 

The repeal of the judiciary law. 
Perhaps no queftion of greater im—- 
pertance has been heretofore dif- 
cuffed inthe national legiflaiure. 
The collificn of opinions, in the 
courfe of debate, has ‘thrown much 
light on the genuine principles ot 
our government, The proceed. 
ings were a'iended te with the dig- 
nity amatter of fuch moment re- 
quired ; and after mature debiber- 
ation, a Gecifion in favor of a 1e- 
peal took place by a large majority. 
The repeal of the judiciary law, 
was atiended with a revival of the 
firft fyftem eftablifhed, the detects 
wherecf have been fince remedied, 
by a new law -fo that we have the 
advantages ot the Jae fytiem, un- 
accompauied with the expentr. 

‘The repeal of internal taxes. 
To thy meafure has been objeGed, 
the difficulty of again ieforting to 


om agp 
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thofe fources of revenue, fhould the 
exigence of our government re- 
quire it. Te me it does not ap- 
pear probable they will again be 
wanted, except in cafe of war, or 
fome other calamity, which, from 
exifiing circumftances we have rea- 
fon to expect. Should fuch an 
event, however, happen, | am of 
opinion a revenue may be raifed te 
meet the requifitions ef govern- 
ment, on fubjeéts lefs exceptional 
io the public will; and the fullett 
confidence is entertained that the 
people of the United States will 
fubinit cheerfully ta internal taxa- 
tion, Whenever it may be required 
for celenfive purpofes. Iris alfo 
objected, that difpenfing with thefe 
pecumary relources would injure 
public credit. However plaufible 
this may appear, it is certain that 
the nett annual income to the trea- 
fury of the United States, from 
thefe fubjects, exceed but little the 
amount of fx hundred thevfand 
dollars. To prove that the deh- 
ciency hence arifing is amply fup- 
piicd, and that the public credit 
ftands on as firm ground, as heve- 
tofore, FE necd only obferve thar, 
trem the reduétion of certain eftab- 
hihmenis, cffices and falaries, a 
diminution of national experdi- 
tre is made, more than equal to 
the fum difpenfed with by the re- 
peal. Jn per {ning this fvftem of 
political economy, Congrefs have 
notloft fight ot the public debt; 
ample provifion being made, by 
jaw, for the payment of the inter- 
elt, and evemiually for the total ex- 
tingmifhmeni of the principal. 
Theincome ot the U. Srates, 
from Cuties on imports, and ten- 
nage continues to increafe. For 
the lait year it amounted to 10,126, 
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213 dollars : the land office pro. 
duced 161,622 dollars: the ol 
office, 7¢,000 dollars : thofe pro. 
du€is,aod others of fefs iaspertance, 
without calculating on their probs 
be augmentation, juftified an an. 
nual appropriation of 71320,009 
dollars for the difcharge of the pub. 
lie debt ; which in lefs than twen- 
ty years ‘will be totally extinguilh. 
ed. From fuch a ftate of our 
nences, as will authorife this grest 
difburfement, furely apprehenfion 
of a lofs ot public confidence, ani 
deftru€tion of public credit, mut 
be unfounded. 

Little need be faid as to the re. 
duction of the army: the impro 
priety of keeping up a ufelefs bos 
of men, al a great expence, in time 
of profound peace, is obvious to ev 
ery cne, not being wanted, as un 
der a former adminiftration 19 
Rirengihen the hands of govern 
ment.—In reducing the navy, tl 
hoftiie appearances in Barbary 
made it neceflary te retain a fled 
equal to the pro‘ection of our com 
merce, In the Mediterranean an 
adjoining feas, Should Algiers 4 
Tunis purfue the meaftrres adopte 
by Tripoli, which is not impreb: 
bie, however difagreeable fuch 
{feo would be for a fhort time, 
would, prefume,in its confequer 

et, be predudctive of good e ads 
as ut would fornfh the Unie 
Sates with a fuffictent caute of 4: 
velting themfelves of a tribute 4 
difyraceful as it is unjuft. 

‘The naturalization Jaw has ur 
dergone fome importantaiteration 
tending chiefly to ameliorate fo 
mer acts on the fubieét, and mak 


the privilege of cundenthi p mci 
atrainabie. 


A new ftate has been adanitte 
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into the Union, the country here- 
totore denominated the north wef- 
tern territory, being the eafterly 
fettlements of thofe north welt of 
the Ohio ; and alihough their pop- 
ulation amounts to near fifty thou- 
fand, oppofition was made to their 
admiffion. It would indeed be 
hard io withhold from fo nume- 
rous a Clafs of citizens, equa! priv- 
ileges, and certainly impolitic, as 
their numbers are increafing with 
amazing, rapidity. 

By the apportionment of repre- 
fentation, agreeably to the fecond 
ceufus, Jesfey will give, in confe— 
quence of increafed population, fix 
members to the next congrefs, al- 
though fhe loofes weight 1 the 
general {cale, as the Houfe of Re- 
prefentatives will be increafed from 
106 to 141, owing chiefly to the 
great increafe of the {tates ot New- 
York, Pens fylvania, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, and Tennefice. 

The prefent fituation of Euro- 
pean affairs feems favorable to A- 
merican profperity. A general 


peace mult be attended with a re-, 


vival of manufaCtories, and an in- 
creafed demand for feme articles 
of our produce, particularly lum- 
ber, cottonand tobacco; and al- 
though the produce of the middle 
fiaies may not keep upte the war 
price, yet appearances jultify the 
calculation, that jarmers and me- 
chanics may purfve their labours 
with cheerfuinefs, in expectancy 
of a competent reward. Or ex-

Thus I have given a derail of 
the principal meafures that have 


been adopted by the. prefent Con- 
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grefs. That they will be found 
conducive te the public good, I 
am led to believe; that they fhould 
give fatista€tien to ail, is not tobe 
expeGedl. Univerfal apprebation 
cannot attach to any public mea- 
fure ; froma different pofitions, ob- 
jects wear diffzrent appearances ; 
thefe give rife to adverfe opinions, 
which in a tree government are 
not only common, but neceflary, 
as they produce inveftigation of 
meafures which would otherwife 
be negiefed,
